Reports from every section of the State 


are to the effect that the Indians are unus- 
ually- active, and disposed to congregate in 
out ot the way place* and hold what are 
called "ghost" dances. 
Settlers in re- 


mote sections aie becoming alarmed, and 
while the red men, as yet, have committed 
BO depredations, people who are acquainted 
with their habits fear they may take to the 
warpath at any time. 
A few hundred 


young warriors well armed, as many of 
them are, with a thorough knowledge of 
the country, could lay waste huadreds of 
homes and massacre their occupants before 
relief could reach them. 
There ia not a 


United States soldier in the State, except 
Lieutenant Neale of the University, though 
there are at least ten thousand Indians 
within its boundaries, two-thirda of whom 
are not on reservations, wbite alarm at the 
actions of the Indians ia expressed in 
every quarter. 
Aware of these facts, the 


Board of Trade at its annual meeting last 
night adopted, a resolution, which was tele- 
graphed to Washington,requesting our Sen- 
ators and representatives in Congress to 
earnestly urge upon the War Department 
the necessity of sending a few companies 
of troops to the State for the protection of 
its citizens. 


There ia no economy in waiting until 


actual warfare is commenced, as it will coHt 
more to send a thousand soldiers into the 
field from different parts of the Union thai, 
it would to maintain a military post here 
for years; besides, the 
appearance of 


troops here miy prevent war and the mas- 
sacra of innooAOt people. 


REPUDIATING THE SHERMAN ACT 


When the Sherman Silver bill, which be- 


cime a law last Summer, was before Con- 
gress the honest friends of silver in Nevada 
and elsewhere opposed it, not a Democrat 
in either House of Congress voting for it 
Tb«y knew Shermau'ei history ad a finan- 
cier too well to place any confidence in ac\ 
measure relating to silver that he favored 
and they did not believe in the farther de- 
basement of the metal by making it a com- 
modity like lead or tin, its price to be fixed 
by the bulls and bsars of Wall street. In

Ssnators, repudiate the Sherman bantling 
and actually admit that the Democrat- 
ware right in opposing •"•, and not one of 
the Nevada papers, which up to the day of 
el dot ion ridiculed the Democrats for not 
landing it, dare say a* word in favor of it. 
Every friend ot silver who his sufficient 
manliness to express his sentiments, repu- 
diates the preseat silver act, and couoedt 
that the Democratic view of it at the time 
of its passage was right. 


The Philadelphia Press, ooe of the mos 


radical Republican papers published , says: 
"Free coinage will mean frea ruin for the 
country, and the heavy Democratic major- 
ity baa brought it perceptibly nearer ta th>- 
country. Democratic aaooesj and mone- 
tary insanity go together."

'Books Made of Clay. 


Far away beyond the plains of Meso- 
potamia, pnthebanksof the riverTigris, 
lies the ruins of the ancient city of Nine- 
veh. Not long since huge mounds of 
earth and stone marked the place where 
the palaces and -walls of the proud capital 
of the great Assyrian empire stood. The 
spade and scraper, first of the French 
and then of the English, have cleared all 
the earth away and laid bare all that re- 
tna'ns of the old streets and palaces where 
the proud princes of Assyria walked and 
livxl. The gods they worshiped and 
the books they read have all been revealed 
to the sight of a wondering world. 


The most curious of all the curious 
things preserved in this wonderful man- 
ner are the clay books of Nineveh. The 
chief library of the city was contained in 
the palace of Kanyunjik. The clay booka 
which composed its contents were sets of 
tablets covered with very small letters. 
The tablets are all oblong in shape, and 
when several of them are used for one 
book the first line of the tablet following 
was written at the end of the one pre- 
ceding it. The writing was done when 
the clay of the tablet was soft; it was 
then baked to harden it. Each tablet was 
numbered just as librarians of today 
number the books of which they have 
charge.—St. Louis Republic.

THE BAD LANDS. 


The Indian Stronghold In Dakota. 


A correspondent writes that the Bad 


Land*, of Dakota, where the hostile Indi- 
ans rendezvous and hold tbeir ghost dances 
are composed of wbite clay, which, by the 
action of rains has been out into hillocks. 
They are not bigb, seldom more than 
forty or fifty feet, but it is np one and 
down another the whole way. There are 
no water courses, tho nearest approach 
being a gaily forty feet deep, with a foot 
and a half of mud at the bottom. At 
every few yards you must stop, and with a 
spade and sbovel out a path down the side 
of a hill in order to descend, and then up 
the side of the one opposite in order to get 
op again. The mod is as sticky as tar, and 
in going a few yards the wheels of a wagon 
become solid louad cukes, and all the 
males that yon oan bitch to it trill not be 
able to pull it a foot farther. Then the 
spade* are brought and the wheels cleared, 
the operation being repeated two or three 
'imes in a hundred yards, The extent of 
the Bad Lands in Dakota is probably a 
hundred miles from north to south by 
fifteen to thirty Biles wide.
